THE Use oF NIcoTINic ACID IN THE TREATMENT OF PELLAGRA 
By T. D. Spies, C. Cooper, and M, A. Blankenhorn 





The authors used lesions of the oral membranes as an index for meas- 
uring the efficiency of nicotinic acid in the treatment of pellagra. The 
mucous membrane lesions are described as fiery red, ulcerous, burning and 
swollen. Often the tip and margins of the tongue were involved, being 
smooth, swollen, fiery red, and so painful at times as to make eating highly 
uncomfortable. 

Following administration of nicotinic acid there was definite improve- 
ment in the oral lesions, sometimes within 24 to 48 hours. To test the spe- 
cificity of nicotinic acid for pellagra lesions, nicotinic acid was administered 
in four cases of glossitis not believed to be nutritional in origin. In these 
cases, the condition of the tongue was not appreciably altered by this method 
of treatment. (From J.A.M.A., 110:622, Feb. 26, 1938.) 


INADEQUACY OF SYNTHETIC CEVITAMIC ACID 


Elmby and Warburg have recently observed that some patients pre- 
senting typical prescorbutic and scorbutic conditions have not reacted to 
the administration of synthetic cevitamic acid in the manner that would be 
expected if this acid and vitamin C were identical. Of twenty-nine patients 
found to present signs of hemorrhagic diathesis together with a low concen- 
tration of cevitamic acid in the serum, each was given 300 mg. of cevitamic 
acid daily by mouth for ten days. In all but three this led to disappearance 
of the tendency to hemorrhage and a return of the serum cevitamic acid to 
normal. The three patients differed from the others in that the hemorrhagic 
condition was not cured and that the serum cevitamic acid was not increased 
by the oral administration of cevitamic acid. They were given an additional 
300 mg. of cevitamic acid intravenously every day for ten days. But even 
then the hemorrhagic condition was not abolished, nor was the serum 
cevitamic acid brought up to normal. After these three patients had taken 
a total of 6 Gm. of cevitamic acid, they were given the juice of ten lemons 
every day for ten days. With this change in treatment the hemorrhagic 
condition disappeared and the serum cevitamic acid returned to normal. The 
explanation the authors suggest is that for the absorption and retention of 
cevitamic acid some unknown substance (a co-vitamin) is required. This 
substance is present in lemons. This unknown factor may be part of 
some other foodstuff or may be produced in the intestine under normal 
conditions. The hypothesis that this factor is the same as the P vitamin 
found by Szent-Gyorgyi is being investigated.

CLINICAL STUDIES OF DENTAL PROSTHETIC APPLIANCES 
By Y. Hildebrand 


Although dental literature abounds in papers dealing with the technical 
aspects of prosthetic dentistry, the value of the appliances themselves, in the 
last analysis, can only be determined clinically. }*7. Hildebrand collected 
data on 265 patients for whom dental appliances were made at the Dental 
Institute in Stockholm and from his private practice. Of this number only 
70 were available for check-up purposes several years later. Compared with 
sporadic case reports, a clinical study of 70 cases may be considered abund- 
ant material. 

Dr. Hildebrand distinguishes three types of dental appliances: (1) the 
“hang” type of appliance which derives its support from natural teeth; 
(2) the “stress” type of appliances which is supported by the soft tissues ; 
(3) and a combination of these two types. In addition to a complete record 
of the teeth and jaws made before and after treatment and some years later 
for a check-up, records in the form of x-rays and study models and, in some 
cases, of pathological and bacteriological studies were also made. The data 
from all cases were treated mathematically to arrive at a correct evaluation. 

The results of the study may be summarized as follows: (1) the “hang” 
prosthesis promotes bone formation, while the “stress” prosthesis has a bone 
resorbing effect. The former may be likened to an orthopedic effect and the 
latter to a foreign-body reaction of an inflammatory type. (2) The crown- 
ing of a vital tooth is a safe operation, apparently due to the dentinal wall 
being impervious to invasion by microorganisms. (3) The “hang” pro- 
thesis, by its splinting effect, prevents loosening of abutment teeth, while 
the “stress” prosthesis favors loosening. (4) From the standpoint of focal 
infection, the “stress” type of appliance must be regarded as a serious pro- 
moter of decay and gingivitis, changes which may be detrimental to general 
health.

HERPETIC STOMATITIS 
By Dodd, K., Johnston, L. M., and Buddingh, G. J. 

In the last eleven years Dodd and her associates have seen in the 
Vanderbilt Hospital Children’s Clinic eighty-eight cases of a form of 
stomatitis which appears to be a clinical entity. The disease occurred in 
children from a few weeks to 14 years of age, but was far more common in 
children between the ages of 1 to 3 years. The disease was apparently con- 
tagious, as sometimes two cases were seen in the same family or there was a 
history that the patient had recently been in contact with a child having a 
similar condition. The stomatitis was apparently identical with that de- 
scribed in most pediatric textbooks as aphthous stomatitis. There appears 
to be a sudden onset of illness with fever, general malaise and loss of appe- 
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tite. Either with the enset of fever, or twenty-four hours or more later, 
lesions appear in the mouth. When these were seen early, they consisted of 
reddish blisters of the mucous membrane. Soon the blisters became ulcer- 
ated and the ulcers were covered by a yellowish white membrane. The 
commonest sites of the lesions were the tongue, the inner surface of the lips 
and the buccal and the sublingual mucous membrane. In every instance 
there were, besides the local lesions, marked redness and swelling of the 
gums with a tendency to bleed easily. Salivation was greatly increased. The 
older children complained of soreness of the mouth and pain on eating ; the 
younger ones were irritable and often refused to eat or drink anything. 
Smears of material from the mouth and gums showed no predominating 
organism. Spirochetes and fusiform bacilli were almost always absent from 
the localized lesions but were found quite commonly in smears taken from 
the swollen gums. Cervical adenitis of a well marked degree was noted in 
fourteen children, a palpable spleen in one and diarrhea in six. Five children 
had an accompanying herpes of the skin of the lip and two had paronychia 
with lesion which looked like herpes. Four also had pneumonia, one dysen- 
tery, one diphtheria and one influenza bacillus meningitis. The disease ap- 
peared to be self limited in nature and lasted from a few days to two weeks. 
Swabbings from the lesions in the mouth of twelve unselected patients were 
inocculated immediately onto the sacrified cornea of a rabbit in order to 
prove the presence or absence of the virus of herpes. Typical herpetic 
visicles developed within twenty-four to forty-eight hours followed by a 
purulent keratoconjunctivitis. Usually the virus was transferred to a sec- 
ond rabbit, which was killed at the end of twenty-four hours. Immunity was 
demonstrated in six of seven rabbits which survived the infection.

ALLERGY OF MouTH To Foops 


To the editor: A woman, aged 18, has had a sore, ulcerated roof of the 
mouth on two occasions in the last two months. She is in excellent physical 
condition. Her tonsils are out, and her teeth and gums are apparently 
healthy. Her two attacks have been ushered in by a hivelike condition of her 
face, characterized by swelling, itching and a sense of not feeling well. 
There is no fever. In about two days, the condition clears up (it has always 
been in the same places) and the mouth condition, which has not been severe 
but only sore, becomes aggravated, then ulcerated. At no other place in the 
oral cavity is there pathologic disturbance. Menstruation has no effect on 
the condition. I have used sodium perborate and other oral antiseptics 
without any relief. After ten days it goes away. I have blamed some allergic 
factor for the condition, but what would it be?

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Answer: The condition described is most likely an allergic manifesta- 
tion. It is apparently an urticarial type of reaction of the skin associated 
with a canker sore type of lesion in the mucous membranes of the mouth. 
Recurring canker sores caused by allegric factors have been described a 
number of times and are apparently not rare in allergic practice. Almost 
always these lesions are caused by an allergy to foods. Among some of the 
common foods which have been incriminated in this type of allergy have 
been chocolate, wheat and milk. If possible, this patient should be tested 
for food allergy. If such means are not available, an elimination diet should 
be tried. It is also possible that, by careful observation and keeping a record 
of foods preceding the onset of these attacks, the cause may be identified in 
this manner.

Economy IN MEDICATION 
By B. Fantus 


The author gives in this paper a list of the most efficient remedies which 
are, at the same time, the cheapest. Included are analgesics, hypnotics, 
anesthetics, and disinfectants. For quick reference, various medicaments 
of the same type are arranged in tabular form giving both efficiency and 
cost, or dose-price index. For example, if acetanilid is considered as the 
unit of efficiency at the lowest cost, then a drug such as allonol costs 145 
times as much to accomplish the same effect. Or if bichloride of mercury is 
considered the unit among disinfectants, tincture of merthiolate costs 1,000 
times as much and tincture of metaphen 2,125 as much to accomplish a 
similar result. The following question is of sufficient interest to reproduce 
here. Quote: Some physicians are nothing less than spendthrifts and 
wasters when it comes to prescribing. The difficulty a doctor finds in col- 
lecting bills may sometimes be due to the fact that the patient’s family, 
after paying for expensive medicines, may have nothing left with which to 
pay the doctor. 

Of course by economy in medication is not meant the use of inferior 
remedies, for the first principle of economy in prescribing is that the most 
efficient remedy is likely to be the cheapest. The second principle in the 
economy of medication should be: Among drugs of equal efficiency, choose 
the least expensive. (End of quote)

By I. Schour 


GENERAL CONSIDERATIONS AND CONCLUSIONS 


1. It is important to distinguish between the adult tooth, which is 
essentially completed in formation and calcification and is fully erupted, 
and the tooth that is still in a growing and formative stage. The biologic 
reaction of the tooth naturally varies with the different periods of its life 
span. 

2. Present evidence establishes the fact that the adult and fully 
erupted tooth is as a whole not subject to modification in structure or cal- 
cification by changes in calcium metabolism. The calcium content of den- 
tin may be slightly increased with age by secondary calcification. How- 
ever, unlike bone, enamel and dentin are not storehouses of calcium and 
are not subject to withdrawal. 


3. Present evidence has not established a correlation between calcium 
metabolism and caries and offers no factual basis for the view that the in- 
cidence of caries is increased because of the metabolic changes that occur 
during a pregnancy. Clinical and statistical evidence shows a similar in- 
cidence of caries in pregnant women and in nonpregnant women of cor- 
responding age. 

4. The indications are that the response of the growing and calcify- 
ing tooth to changes in calcium metabolism induced by endocrine factors 
and vitamin and other dietary factors is characteristic and to some extent 
pathognomonic because the calcifying dental tissues are uniquely specialized 
and sensitive structures. 

5. Most of the evidence on the delicate accurate and prompt response 
of the calcifying tooth to calcium disturbances is derived from data ob- 
tained from animal experimentation, especially on the incisor of the rat, 
which is the tooth of continuous growth. Nevertheless, recent results of 
studies on human beings indicate that human teeth are also very sensitive 
and possess similar kymographic qualities. 

6. The kymographic qualities of human teeth facilitate the analysis 
of the calcification pattern of teeth and constitute the basis for tooth ring 
analysis as an aid in the assessment of health and disease. 

7. The employment of calcium therapy in dentistry per se is not 
justifiable. There is no evidence to show that alterations in calcium meta- 
bolism give rise to oral or dental disturbances without producing other sys- 
temic symptoms. When systemic manifestations are present, the respon- 
sibility for calcium therapy should rest with the physician.

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THE NATIONAL 
BOARD OF DENTAL EXAMINERS* 


Robert R. Gillis, D.D.S., F.A.C.D., Chairman 





After years of discussion among the members of the National Associa- 
tion of Dental Examiners and the American Association of Dental Schools, 
a plan was worked out whereby a National Board of Dental. Examiners was 
created by the American Dental Association in co-operation with these two 
bodies. 

This year will mark the tenth since the National Board was created by 
amendment to the Constitutional and Administrative By-Laws of the 
American Dental Association. Several years passed after the naming of 
the original Board before plans of functioning and finances therefor could 
be completed. In 1933 the Board began examining candidates ; to date 679 
candidates have taken the examinations and 277 have received Certificates 
of Qualification, indicating that they have satisfied the Board as to their 
knowledge of dental theory. 


“The purpose and duty of the National Board of Dental Examiners,” 
quoting from the A.D.A. by-laws, “shali be to provide and conduct exam- 
inations in the theory of the science of dentistry to determine the qualifica- 
tions of persons who would enter the practice of dentistry in any state, terri- 
tory or dependency of the United States, SUCH ENTRANCE, TO PRAC- 
TICE BEING SUBJECT, HOWEVER, TO THE DENTAL LAWS OF 
THE SEVERAL STATES ; all practical examinations shall be reserved to 
the several state boards of dental examiners, provided, however, that noth- 
ing in this section shall be mandatory upon any state board of dental 
examiners.” 

The first part of the examinations of the National Board are open to 
any dental student who bears his dental college’s approval after completion 
of the sophomore year; to any senior likewise bearing his dental school’s 
approval at graduation, and to any practitioner of dentistry who bears ap- 
proval of his state dental society and of his state dental board. 


The examinations are divided into “Part I” and “Part II,” and a candi- 
date must qualify by passing Part I before being admitted to Part II. Part 
I corresponds to the Junior examination offered by some state boards and 
covers Anatomy, Bacteriology, Physiology, Pathology, Histology, Embry- 
ology, Physiological Chemistry and Metallurgy. Part II covers Operative 
Dentistry, Materia Medica, Therapeutics, Prosthetic Dentistry, Oral and 
Dental Surgery, Orthodontia, Radiology, Jurisprudence and Ethics, Oral 
Pathology and Anesthesia. 
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The examinations are conducted in convenient centers throughout the 
country at simultaneous hours : for instance, in Boston at 10 A. M., Chicago 
atg A. M., and Denver at 8 A. M.—thus all candidates begin writing on like 
subjects at the same time in each center. To date examinations have been 
held in 19 cities and the candidates represent 28 different dental schools. 

Thus the National Board of Dental Examiners now provides the only 
yardstick by which may be gauged the product of all schools. 

The examination fee is $10 for Part I and $15 for Part II. 

The National Board of Dental Examiners is A. D. A.’s answer to the 
prayer of many dentists who desire to change location from one state to 
another, yet fear the necessary written examinations before a new state’s 
examining »oard. The Certificate of the National Board may be accepted in 
lieu of the written examination by any state board whose dental law permits 
recognition of the National Board’s certificate. There remains the practical 
examination for the several state boards to make personal appraisal of the 
candidate—and any dentist who cannot qualify on practical examination 
after several years of office experience, . . . . you finish the sentence as you 
see fit!! 


Unfortunately, thru misinformation and misunderstanding, the Na- 
tional Association of Dental Examiners withdrew its representatives on the 
National Board. Amendments adopted last year should clarify the purposes 
of the National Board and re-establish harmony with all concerned. 

The National Dental Board has been patterned after the setup, and 
guided by the experience of the National Board of Medical Examiners. Our 
board has experienced some of the growing pains of early childhood such 
as the Medical Board experienced ; the passing of the years and the added 
experience will probably establish the Dental Board as securely in the esti- 
mation of the profession as the older Medical Board is established. 

In addition to the fifteen active dental members (were all groups rep- 
resented ), the National Dental Board includes “three dental officers desig- 
nated by and representing respectively the Surgeons General of the United 
States Army, United States Navy and the United States Public Health 
Service.”
